In Honolulu, Richard W. Slocum, 
president of the American News­ 
paper Publishers’ Assn., denounced 
the price increase 
He said the

learnings of newsprint manufactur­ 
ers and saw no economic necessity 
or long term advantage in any price 
increase at this time.

Martin Says Eisenhower Could Win 
Another Term Without Any Strain 


WASHINGTON IPI—House Repub­ 
lican Leader Joseph W Martin Jr. 
thinks another term in the White 
House may be just what the Pres­ 
ident needs 
He says it might be 
less of a strain than -.pending four 
years on t h e ’Gettysburg farm 
The 
Massachusetts 
lawmaker 
told newsmen he is advised that 
the President will be “ fully re­ 
covered” from his heart attack. 
He said Mr Eisenhower could win 
next year in a walk with no real 
camapign and ‘’with no strain at 
all " 
"Three or four television and 
radio programs and that would be 
it,” Martin -.aid 
"There would be 
HO strain at all.” 
There ha-* been general specula­ 
tion that Mr Eisenhower, although 
making satisfactory recovery from 
hi' ailment, would take himself 
out of the race on the ground an­ 
other term would be too strenuous.

Mr. Eisenhower will get the best 
of care and can take what pre 
cautions arc necessary. On his own 
as a farmer, he said, the Prest 
dent might well overdo.

INDIANAPOLIS ftp—A $1.95 toll 
for driving a passenger car across 
northern 
Indiana 
on the .state’s 
first turnpike was approved late 
Wednesday by the State Toll Road 
Commission. 
The east west road, 
scheduled 
for completion in 13 months, will 
run 156 miles between the Illinois 
and Ohio state lines 
The suggest 
rd toll is at the rate of I 25 cents 
per mile 


Commission members said this 
is comparable 
to adjoining toll 
roads. The Ohio toll averages I JU 
cents per mile, New York I 25. 
Pennsylvania 1.04 and New Jersey 
I 48. 
Truck tolls, originally figured on 
the basis of weight, were newly 
figured on number of axles. 
They 
will range from $2 75 to $13 75 
wT'ch the commission said varied 
little from other states. 
An axle determination instead of 
weight was selected for trucks to 
simplify toll collecting, the com 
mission said. 
The recommended tolls now must 
be approved by trustees represent* 
ing bondholders in the 280 million 
dollar project.

With the hour* of darkness be­ 
coming longer at this time of the 
year it might be well to review the 
importance of proper use of a vehi­ 
cles lights. 
Statistics prove that, 
nighttime travel Is four times as 
deadly as travel by day. 
But it 
needn't be 
A f**w precautions on 
the highways at uight may save 
your life. 
Do not try and “get by” with the 
use of your parking lights at sun­ 
set. 
Instead, turn on your drlviug 
lights as the parking lights aren’t 
strong enough to be easily seen by 
other motorists and pedestrians. 
Do not “overdrive" your lights. 
“Over-driving" Is traveling too fast 
for the distance you can s<*e with 
car lights. 
If you are traveling at 
50 Stiles per hour and suddenly spot 
a stalled vehicle or other obstruc­ 
tion on the high way 200 feet in 
front of you, you will not be able to 
stop In time to avoid a collision. 
lf the driver of an approaching 
vehicle does not lower his lights do 


not try to retaliate by not dimming 
your lights. 
You only add to your 
own danger as well as to the other 
driver’s. H ere’s why revenge would 
be “ bitter.” 
If you were traveling 
at 60 miles per hour and blinded by 
glaring lights it would take you 
seven seconds to normally recover 
full vi'iou. 
In that short space of 
time you would have traveled one 
city block.

Americans with steady incomes 
when retired or unemployed is one 
of the biggest changes in the eco­ 
nomics

generation,

Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 
aid in its monthly review. Busi­ 
ness Conditions. 
The bank estimated that while 
only four million persons were tin­ 
der public or private pension pro­ 
grams 
25 years 
ago there 
are 
more than 02 million people cover­ 
ed by these benefits today. 
Of tin* 02 million or so building

funds, 
and this 
in­ 
clude-. almost everyone who is em 
ployed, 12 million are covered by 
private programs the bank said. 
Social Security covers nearly all 
of 
these and 
about 50 
million 
more, 
while other 
public' plans 
provide for an additional 7* ii mil­ 
lion persons.

In addition to this retirement 


coverage, the nation also has a 
program to provide almost 40 mil­ 
lion workers with unemployment 
benefits. 
All told, the money tied up in 
retirement 
and 
unemployment 
compensation 
programs was esti­ 
mated at more than $65,000,000.- 
ooo, nearly a third of which is in 
private pension funds. 
And this 
sum is expected to grow 
in the 
next few years at an annual rate 
of at least $5,000,000,000, the bank 
said. 
Funds Not Hoarded 
But trust funds do not hoard 
all of this money away from the 
nation's 
stream 
of 
purchasing 
power. 
The bank explained that 
managers of pension funds often 
invest some of the money in cor­ 
porate bonds and common stocks, 
thereby providing business firms 
with money to finance production. 
When the money is invested in 
mortgages, it helps consumers buy 
home-,. 
And when trust funds buy 


up securities issued by such public 
borrowers as school districts, cit­ 
ies and states, the dollars help 
; build roads, schools and water­ 
works essential to a growing econ­ 
omy. 
The bank pointed oui that be­ 
cause jobless claims are highly un­ 
predictable, unemployment 
funds 
usually 
are held in liquid form. 
Benefit payments to the retired. 
'on the 
other hand, 
can be pre­ 
dicted long in advance, so private 
pension 
funds 
can invest more 
heavily in less liquid assets, such 
as stocks. 
Social Security 
funds are re­ 
quired by law to go into treasury 
issues. The Federal Reserve Bank 
explained that if Social Security 
deposits were 
invested otherwise, 
the government soon would own 
a substantial interest in American 
industry.
